The following information regarding the group known as 
The Covenant, The Sword, The Arm of the Lord (CSA), has been 
developed through information obtained from numerous newspaper 
articles in community and law enforcement sources: 

The CSA is a group of approximately 90 to 120 men, women, 
and children, with the majority being of teen to mid-20s in age. 

The CSA was founded i n 1970 and settled on a farm in Elijah, Mis souri. 
In 1976, the founder, I I 

white male, bought a secluded 220 acre farm from the Campus b7C 

Crusade For Christ. The farm is now the group's settlement known 
as Zarephath-Horeb, and is located on the Arkansas-Missouri border 
approximately seven miles southwest of Pontiac, Missouri, bordered 
by Bull Shoals Lake and private property owners in Missouri. 


This document contains neither recommendations 
nor conclusions of the FBI. It is the property 
of the FBI and is loaned to your agency; it and 
its contents are not to be distributed outside 
your agency.

Members of the CSA are tied by a non-traditional religion 
which includes faith healing, speaking in tongues, and a prophecy 
which says that society will soon collapse in turmoil, and that 
the United States will suffer a collapse of economy or nuclear war. 

As a result, there will be chaos, and the panicked masses will 
rove the country looting for food and protection. Those who are 
not prepared will be a threat to those who have been preparing. 

The CSA will share what they have to the best of their ability. 

But, if people come to loot, the CSA will kill them. In preparation 
for this, the group stockpiles food and weapons and trains themselves 
in military and survival procedures. In addition to training them¬ 
selves, the group offers survival training to the public, either 
on the settlement or at various locations throughout the United 
States. The training includes instruction on organization, 
survival techniques, and para-military topics. Also taught are 
firearms and marksmanship, repelling, foraging for food, erection 
of such obstacles as punji sticks and barbed wire to detour 
looters, urban warfare, military field craft, national forest 
survival, home defense, Christian martial arts, Christian military 
truths, nuclear survival and tax protesting. 

The settlement is heavily guarded by an armed security 
patrol made up of CSA members. Located on the settlement are 
bunkers, sentry towers, outposts, camouflaged vehicles, and radio 
towers. Also located on the settlement is a mock city block used 
to teach street fighting. New members of the settlement commonly 
wear burr haircuts, and Army fatigues, and carry sidearms and 
rifles. 





On one occasion, two members were 


arrested by a local Ozark County Deputy Sheriff and a Missouri 
State Highway Patrol Officer in Gainesville, Missouri, 
for possession of a firearm while intoxicated. At that time 
two 9-millimeter automatic pistols were confiscated. 

CSA members acknowledged loose ties to the Illinois 
based Christian Patriots Defense League (CPDL). 

CSA members include communists, Jews, blacks, halfbreed 
Mongoloid sinners, oriental, non-white, IRS, the Federal Reserve 
System, and the Trilateral Commission as their adversaries.

j/broup members usually hand over their property to the 
collective within several months of arrival. Thus, without any 
income, salaried jobs, or assets, they are eligible for social 
assistance. Approximately 15 of 23 families who live at the 
settlement receive food stamps. The group also takes advantage 
of other social programs, for which they qualify, such as the 
Federal women, infants, and children's health and nutrition 
programs. The CSA does not have a formal tax exemption and 
they file no tax returns because they have a pauper status. 

Most of the groups' food is self grown and preserved. 
However, there is shopping done at the Co-op in Fayetteville, 
Arkansas, once a month. 

All the men on the settlement share responsibility of 
security, along with their other duties. Some of the men work 
in the machine shop, some cutting cedars on the settlement, and 
some as carpenters. The biggest source of income the settlement 
has comes from cutting and selling cedar. However, the group

Your communication has been reviewed by our Civil _ 

Rights Unit and its contents were also discussed withj - 

[ Deputy Section Chief of the Criminal Section within 
the Civil Rights Division of the Department of Justice, who 
advised that based upon the information provided, no violation 
of Federal civil rights statutes was present. In addition, 
a review by our Domestic Terrorism Unit determined there is 
not sufficient information to warrant the initiation of a 
Domestic Security/Terrorism investigation at this time. 

As a matter of information. The Covenant, the Sword 
and the Arm of the Lord (CSA) Enterprises has been the subject 
of a preliminary investigation under the Attorney General's 
guidelines for domestic security investigations conducted 
by our Kansas City Office based on prior information. Upon 
completion of that investigation, it was determined that 
a basis for its continuation did not exist. 


The Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms has 
expressed an interest in certain alleged activities of that 
group regarding illegal possession and use of controlled 
firearms and explosives. In view of this, I am referring 
a copy of your communication to that agency for its consideration

Five signers were captured b,v the British ns Unitors, and tortured Before they died. 
Twelve had then homes ransacked nod burned Two lost their sons in the Revolutionary 
Army, another had two sons captured. Nino of the 56 fought and died from wounds or 
the hardships of Lhe Revolutionary War. 

They signed nod they pledged their lives, their fortunes, and their sacred honor. 

What kind of men were they? Twenty four were lawyers and jurists. Eleven were 
merchants, nine were farmers and large plantation owners, men of means, well educated. 
But they signed the Declaration of Independence knowing full well that the penalty 
would be death if they were captured. 

Carter Braxton of Virginia, a wealthy planter and trader, saw his ships swrpt from 
the seas by the British navy. Me sold his home and properties to pay his debts, and died 
in rags.

Thomas McKeam was so hounded by the British that he was forced to move his family 
almost constantly. Me served in the Congress without pay, and his family was kept in 
hiding. His possessions were laken from him, 8nd poverty was his reward. 

Vandals or soldiers or both, looted the properties of Ellery, Clymer, Hall, Walton, 
Gwinnett, Heyward, Kuttledge, and Middleton, 

At the Bailie of Yorktown, Thomas Nelaon, Jr., noled that the British General Cornwallis, 
had taken over the Nelson home for his headquarters. The owner quietly urged General 
George Washington to open fire. The home was destroyed, and Nelson died bankrupt, 

Francis Lewis had bis home and properties destroyed. The enemy jailed his wife, and 
she died within a few months. 

John Hart was driven from his wife's beside as she was dying. Their 13 children fled for 
their lives. His fields and his grist mill were laid waste. For more than a year he lived 
in forests and caves, returning home to find his wife dead and his children vanished. A 
few weeks later lie died from exhaustion and n broken heart. 

Norris and Livingston suffered similar fates. 

Such were the stories and sacrifices of the American Revolution. These were not wild- 
eyed, rabble-rousing ruffians. They were soft-spoken men of means and education. They 
had security, but they valued liberty more. Standing tall, straight, and unwavering, they 
pledged: "For the support of this declaration, with u firm reliance on the protection of 
the Divine Providence, we mutually pledge to each other, our lives, our fortunes, and our 
sacred honor."

The purpose of this ha-nd gua r d is (o help dissipate barrel 
beat during rapid fire. The chamber end of the Mini-14 is 
completely covered by the stock and hand guard. No provis¬ 
ion has been made to deal with the overheating problem. Ex¬ 
cessive heat causes accuracy loss and shortens the life of 
your barrel. U you use 20- or 30-round magazines, you must 
have a ventilated hand guard. 

The Ruger factory ventilated hand guard comes with an op¬ 
erating rod shroud.

(2) U. S. Department of Justice, Washington, D.C., would 
be briefed and counsel solicited prior to making applica¬ 
tion for a federal search warrant; (3) ATF would administer 
polygraph examination to ATP informant and continue efforts 
to substantiate informant’s statements; (4) FBI would assist 
in substantiating informant through verification of infor¬ 
mation at Baxter and Marion Counties, Arkansas. 

Subsequent to the foregoing meeting, AUSA Jones, 
WDM, assigned at Springfield, Missouri, and an ATF represen¬ 
tative from Missouri and Arkansas requested a meeting with 
USA Hutchinson at Ft. Smith, USA Hutchinson requested an 
FBI representation at this meeting. 

At the meeting in Ft. Smith, Arkansas, additional 
affidavits from ATF informants were made available.

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Survivalist group 

vows legal battle 

to stop eviction

YELLVILLE, Ark. — A religious 
survivalist group will continue its 
legal maneuverings to keep its land, 
one of the leaders has vowed after a 
judge cleared the way for the group's 
eviction. 

Kerry Noble, spokesman for the 
Covenant, the Sword and the Arm of 
the Lord, said he wasn’t surprised at 
the outcome of a hearing Friday in 
Marion County Circuit Court. 

Judge Tom Hitbum ruled in favor 
of a motion by the California-based 
Campus Crusade for Christ tb regain 
the 224 acres it sold to CSA in 1976. 

Ted Sanders, a Mountain Home at¬ 


torney representing Campus Cru¬ 
sade, said the organization will give 
CSA members time to leave. 

He added, however, that Campus 
Crusade already has arranged to sell 
the land to an undisclosed buyer. 

Campus Crusade, originally given 
the land as a gift by a former Moun¬ 
tain Home man, began legal proceed¬ 
ings against CSA and group leader 
Jim Ellison after it foreclosed on a 
second mortgage last year. 

During the 20-minute hearing, CSA 
was represented by Noble, who says 
he is an ordained Baptist minister but 
not a lawyer. After listening to 
Noble’s presentation, Hilbum denied 
a motion for a restraining order 


against a writ of assistance filed for 
Campus Crusade by Sanders. 

Hilbum, assigned to the case from 
Walnut Ridge, said a federal suit filed 
by CSA would not affect the hearing’s 
outcome. 

"That’s where the action should 
apply, if you’ve got a case pending, 
not in this court," the judge said. 

Hilbum then ordered that CSA 
members have 10 days to vacate the 
property before Marion County Sher¬ 
iff Roger Edmonson begins eviction ' 
proceedings. 

Edmonson said after the hearing he j 
has not yet decided to handle the dis¬ 
pute if CSA members refuse to leave. 

He said he had talked to Noble, but 
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had not reached an agreement with 
him. 

Wearing a dark suit, Noble was ac¬ 
companied to the hearing by four 
adult CSA members, an infant and a 
small child. 

In contrast to the modest showing 
by CSA members, the stone court¬ 
house in this town of just over 1,000 
was watched by over a dozen mem¬ 
bers of the sheriffs department and 
uniformed and plainclothes members 
of the Arkansas State Police. 

As the CSA members quietly left 
the courthouse at the end of the hear¬ 
ing, one plainclothes officer took 
photographs of the CSA members. 

While Noble has claimed CSA has 


abandoned its paramilitary methods, 
law enforcement agencies continue to 
monitor its activities. 

Noble, who two weeks ago held a 
news conference in Mountain Home 
to explain the CSA's position, contin¬ 
ued to decline to say what the group 
might ultimately do. 

He continued to refuse to comment 
on chances for a confrontation be¬ 
tween CSA members and law en¬ 
forcement officers. 

Asked by one reporter if he was 
disappointed God had not given the 
group a sign on how to proceed, 
Noble replied: "1 would still like the 
word of God on what He wants us to 
do." 


The group continues to hope it can 
remain on the land through legal 
means, he said. 

"We’ll do every legal maneuver it 
takes," he said. "Hopefully, there’s 
something in federal court that can 
stay this (ruling).’’ 

Getting legal advice remains a 
problem, however, Noble said. 

CSA cannot get court-appointed 
counsel, and doesn’t have the money 
to hire an attorney, he said. 

”1 guess we’re going to have to. 
pick up aluminum cans off the roads 
to raise money to hire an attorney,” 
Noble joked. 


Despite the group’s lack of legal 
counsel, CSA has continued its legal 
fight on several fronts. 

Although a federal suit against 
Campus Crusade, two Mountain 
Home bankers, two Mountain Home 
attorneys representing Campus Cru¬ 
sade and two local judges was dis¬ 
missed in July, Noble filed another 
suit earlier this week in federal court 
in Fort Smith. 

In that lawsuit, Noble and CSA are 
asking for over $1.3 million in dam¬ 
ages. . _ . ' 

Noble also is suing Sebastian 
County Sheriff Bill Cauthron for 


refusing Thursday to let him see 
Richard Snell, an Oklahoma survival- 
ist with links to CSA. 

Snell is being held in the county 
Jail in Fort Smith on murder charges 
stemming from the shooting death of 
a state trooper in July. 

"His (Snell’s) wife asked me to 
come down and talk to him as a pas¬ 
tor," Noble said of his request to see 
Snell. , „ . 

Noble said Friday he is asking for 
$10,000 in damages from the sheriff 
to compensate for harrassment and 
embarassment he suffered.

Religious group receives offer for loan

PONTIAC — Leaders of The Cove¬ 
nant, the Sword and the Arm of the 
Lord said Tuesday they are hopeful 
they can arrange a loan that will end 
fears about being forced off their 
land. 

The note of optimism came as. a 
court-imposed deadline ordering the 
group off land south of Pontiac ex¬ 
pired without the Marion County, 
Ark., sheriff taking action to enforce 
it. 

There had been concerns CSA 
members might be involved in a vio¬ 
lent confrontation with law-enforce¬ 
ment officers. 

Action by Sheriff Roger Edmonson 
apparently was delayed after CSA 
spokesman and elder Kerry IJoble 
told the sheriff the group had re; 
ceiVed an offer that would allow them 
to remain on the land. 

A possible lender has offered to 
buy the land from the Louisiana man 
who bought it at a foreclosure sale in 
February. 

The lender, in turn, would let CSA 
remain on the land in exchange for 



gradual repayment, Noble said Tues¬ 
day morning. 

Noble declined to identify the pos¬ 
sible lender, other than to say he 
lives outside Arkansas and had vis- 
ited the CSA compound, called Zara- 
phath-Horeb, once. 

Noble said he was confident that if 
the loan was arranged the deal would 
go through. 

Noble said Tuesday, he was to meet 
. later with Sheriff Edmonson. A CSA 
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member said after that meeting that 
Noble had decided not to talk to re¬ 
porters. 

Campus Crusade for Christ, a Cali- ' 
forma-based organization, received j 
the 224-acre tract as a gift from a for- ' 
mer Mountain Home, Ark., man in 
1976. They later sold the land to 
CSA. 

In late 1983, CSA fell behind on 
payments to a Mountain Home bank, 
and Campus Crusade foreclosed on a 
second mortgage. 

On Aug. 24, Chancery Court Judge 
Tom Hilbum gave CSA members 10 
days to vacate the property. 

Noble, who acts as CSA's attorney, 
responded by appealing to the Arkan¬ 
sas Supreme Court for a ruling that 
would overturn the judge’s order. 
The court has not taken action on 
Noble’s request. 

Campus Crusade attorney Ted 
Sanders of Mountain Home said that 
although the organization would not 
be involved in the negotiations for 
the land, it would prefer a peaceful 
ending to the problems facing CSA. 
"They (Campus Crusade) don’t want 
any confrontation or problems to 
come up," Sanders said. 

Although Campus Crusade re¬ 
ceived about $51,000 at the fore¬ 
closure 1 sale. Noble has contended 
that if the property was assessed, it 
would be worth $1 million. 

Noble said there are about 30 rest- < 
dential buildings and trailers, a ga- 1 
rage, a church, three wells and three 
ponds on the property that weren't 
present when CSA took over the 
land. 

The right-wing fundamentalist 
Christian community is made up of 
13 families. There are about 70 mem¬ 
bers living In three settlements on 
the property, he said. 

While saying he hoped negotia- 
tions for a loan succeed. CSA founder 
Jim Ellison said group members have 
decided to stay on the land, no matter 
what happens. 

••We’ve got school going on, we’ve 
got a baby bom night before last." El¬ 
lison, wearing camouflage fatigues, a 
bulletproof vest and face camouflage, 
said while standing at the com¬ 
pound's main gate. 

"We can't move just because some¬ 
one says move,” he said. 

Besides, God hasn't given any sign , 
he wants CSA to leave, said Ellison, 
who moved the group from Elijah. 


Mo., to a peninsula on Bull Shoals 
Lake just inside Arkansas. 

That determination not to move 
could be seen at the main compound 
early Tuesday morning as CSA mem¬ 
bers waited to see if law-enforcement 
officers appeared. 

While women put out wash to dry, 
several men in fatigues walked 
around the compound, rifles slung 
over their shoulders. 

At one point, a man in camouflage 
climbed down from a tree not far 
from where Noble and Ellison were 
talking to reporters. 

Except for two men visiting the 
compound who covered the license 
plate of their truck and pulled 
scarves over their faces as they ap¬ 
proached a,group of reporters, the 
CSA members appeared to go about 
their daily routines calmly after 
Noble said he would meet with the 
sheriff. 

By Tuesday, the group's members 
had gotten used to the idea of staying 
and possibly having to confront law 
officers, Noble said. 

"We basically just had a meeting 
together and talked about it," he said. 
"We realized we just had to stay, 
there wasn't any choice in it." 

But fears of a confrontation ap¬ 
peared fading in the compound. 

"I still maintain God’s going to do 
something," said one member who 
has been with the group since it set¬ 
tled at Zaraphath-Horeb. "1 don’t be¬ 
lieve there's going to be a confronta¬ 
tion, 1 really don't.”

Attempted arrest may be related to grand jury investigation

YELLVILLE, Ark. — Problems fac¬ 
ing an isolated group of armed funda¬ 
mentalist Christians took a bizarre 
twist Wednesday when their leader 
fled from federal marshals sent to 
Yellville to take him into custody on 
a federal warrant. 

Jim Ellison, founder and leader of 
The Covenant, the Sword and the 
Arm of the Lord, eluded arrest by 
U.S. marshals during a four-hour 
manhunt near the Marion County, 
Ark,, courthouse. 

The manhunt started just after 
10:30 a.m. and ended at 2:30 p.m. on 
the orders of Jake Patton, chief mar¬ 
shal of the U.S. marshal’s office in 
Fort Smith. 

Marion County criminal investiga¬ 
tor Jim Carr said Patton called the 
search off after officers checked a 
' heavily wooded, brushy area near 
j Crooked Creek south of the court¬ 
house square. 

Although officers received reports 
that Ellison was armed with a hand¬ 


gun, those reports could not be con¬ 
firmed, Carr said. 

Ellison fled after participating in 
an effort by CSA to regain ownership 
of the 224 acres the group lives on in 
extreme northeastern Marion County. 

The attempted arrest apparently 
stems from a grand jury investigation 
at Muskogee, Okla. 

Carr said Marion County Sheriff 
Roger Edmonson was asked to make 
deputies available for Ellison’s appre¬ 
hension, but was not told why Ellison 
was being sought. 

While an employee of the U.S. at¬ 
torney’s office in Muskogee sajd she 
could not say whether a warrant had 
been issued for Ellison, a lawyer with 
the U.S. attorney’s office in Fort 
Smith, Ark., said a warrant had been 
issued for Ellison in Muskogee. 

The warrant apparently was issued 
after Ellison failed to appear as a sub¬ 
poenaed witness before the grand 
jury. 

The search for Ellison be’gan after 
he bolted from a local attorney’s of¬ 
fice where he had been arranging a 
contract between an unidentified 


Louisiana man and Jack Fredericks, a 
Branson area man who offered to buy 
the land and allow CSA members to 
live on it white making gradual pay¬ 
ments. 

Fredericks made his offer just be¬ 
fore expiration of a court-imposed 
deadline that would have forced the 
70-member group off the land. 

The order was issued after Campus 
Crusuade for Christ,- which had sold 
the land to CSA in the mid-1970s, re¬ 
gained possession after CSA fell be¬ 
hind on mortgage payments. 

Campus Crusade attorney Ted 
Sanders of Mountain Home said he 
was told Wednesday that an agree¬ 
ment between Fredericks and the 
man who .purchased the land from 
Campus Crusade had been complet¬ 
ed. 

Kerry Noble, an elder with CSA’s 
church and spokesman for the group, 
was "on the road” Wednesday night 
and could not be reached for com¬ 
ment on the land deal or Ellison’s es¬ 
cape, a CSA member said in 3 tele¬ 
phone call to the group's compound 
south of Pontiac, Mo.

OAKLAND, Ark. — Somewhere in the 
rugged Ozarks hills, religious sect leader 
Jim Ellison is hiding, waiting for the lat¬ 
est troubles facing him and his followers 
to pass. 

1 On Wednesday the self-annoin ted lead¬ 
er of the Zarephath-Horeb paramilitary- 
religious group eluded swarming federal 
and state law officers who were trying to 
serve him with a federal warrant because 
he failed to appear when summoned be¬ 
fore an Oklahoma grand jury. 

Mr. Ellison. 44. slipped out the back 
door of a lawyer’s office in Yellville, 
about 40 miles south of here, ran to the 
brush and jumped down a 60-foot bluff. He 
hasn't been seen since. 
i "He’s safe and prepared to stay hidden 
. for as Jong as necessary,” said Kerry No-

bie, an elder and spokesman for the group 
that’s also known as the Covenant, the 
Sword and the Arm. 

"He can stay out of sight forever if 
that’s what he wants,” Mr. Noble, said. 
”Wo have ways," 

Wednesday’s daring escape from heav¬ 
ily armed law officers — who used two 
aircraft and were armed with a small ar¬ 
senal of weapons before they called off 
the hunt — was centered on Mr. Ellison’s 
failure to appear before the Oklahoma 
grand jury. He was to answer questions 
about a survivalist with links to him who 
is charged with killing an Arkansas law¬ 
man. 

Just before he made his escape, Mr. 
Ellison had been at the Yellville law of¬ 
fice of Mike Kelly trying to complete a 
last-minute financial bail-out that may

have averted foreclosure on the group’s 
farm. 

Mr. Ellison was a fundamentalist 
minister of the Christian Church of Son 
Antonio. Texas, before he moved to north¬ 
ern Arkansas and founded the Covenant, 
the Sword and the Arm settlement in 1975. 

The property had been purchased from 
the Campus Crusade for Christ in Califor¬ 
nia. 

Campus Crusade filed suit In 1983 to 
evict the group when it fell behind in ft? 
payments, and then bought back till 224 
acres for $51,000 at a foreclosure auction 
in February. 

But the complicated foreclosure, 
proceedings apparently have been 
stopped since’Jack Fredericks — a Bran¬ 
son, Mo., man who is a sect supporter ■— 
offered the group *75,000 interest-free so 
See LEADER.

it could regain the property. 

Wednesday's escape from arrest 
ended the problem, as far as Marion 
County Sheriff Roger Edmonson was 
concerned. . 

He was admittedly glad the near- 
foreclosure and possible confronta¬ 
tion hadn't happened and was talking 
optimistically late this week. 

He also was glad that the manhunt 
had been called off. 

"It's my understanding that the 
warrant was for a misdemeanor," 
Sheriff Edmonson said. “We couldn't 
see anyone getting shot over a misde¬ 
meanor.” 

The four-hour search for Mr. Elli¬ 
son was called off after law officers 
acknowledged they couldn't find him 
in the thick undergrowth and when 
they learned that the warrant was 
for a misdemeanor charge, hardly 
the stuff of heavily armed manhunts. 

Federal marshals in Arkansas 
would not comment on the status of 
the arrest warrant late this week. 

The other problem — Mr. Ellison's 
appearance before a grand jury — 
also can be worked out, Mr. Noble 
said.- 

"We will go to Oklahoma, but we 
want to know it's not a setup,” he 
said. 

Richard Wayne Snell, 54, of Muse. 
Okla.. has been charged with killing 
Arkansas state Trooper Louis Perry 
Bryant on June 30, and federal offi¬ 
cials wanted to talk with Mr. Ellison 
about the case. 

Mr. Snell has been at the Arkansas 
farm, Mr. Noble said, and he and Mr. 
Ellison swapped automatic Wl®'

ently illegally turned that rifle into p i 
machine gun, which was used during 
a two-state crime spree. 

"We can't know everything about 
those who come here." Mr. Noble 
said. “We ask them if they’re want¬ 
ed, but that’s about it." 

The Zarephath-Horeb sect that fol¬ 
lows Mr. Ellison sees itself establish¬ 
ing an ideal society in the Ozarks 
hills. 

"Our goal is to separate ourselves 
from the type of system we now 
have." Mr. Noble said this week. 

Still, he conceded, group members : 
have to rely on food from stores, and I 
many residents receive federal and 
state welfare aid. 

The settlers have been the source 
of recurring controversy since they 
set up camp here in 1976, and this 
. week the two new developments ac¬ 
cented their problems with the out¬ 
side world they claim to be trying to 
escape. , 

On the farm property is a wed-de¬ 
veloped munitions training area, 
where combat training has been \ 
held. There’s also more than a dozen 
log buildings, several mobile homes 
and a two-story stone church build¬ 
ing that doubles as a school for the 
group members' children. 

Inside the church, straight-back 
wooden pews face a raised altar 
area. The walls are decorated with 
Bible verse references and two large l 
Confederate flags. The American 
flag also is displayed inside the 
structure. 

"It has not been a good week." Mr. 
Noble said, his feet propped on a 
desk, at the group's headquarters, 
^urroupded wjth modern,' conjj5fit&r- 
teed offlcei eqUipment, foe "AH 
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J however.,.. Things are going to be 
all right." 

Mr. Noble,, a one-time Texas 
Baptist preacher who lives in the set¬ 
tlement with his wife and six chil¬ 
dren, is not saying trouble will not 
come to the followers of Mr. Ellison, 
however. 

"Eventually there gomes a conflict 
between good and evil," Mr. Noble 
said between spoonfuls of ice cream 
from a large plastic cup. “That's 
why the guns are here.... We must 
be ready to protect those who have 
come here to live and believe with us. 

"And we were prepared to protect 
and stay on our property." he said. 
"Jim said people would die if they 
tried to evict us. and that was right." 

Mr. Noble thinks that the "feds 
may be out to kill my boss, and I 
don't like it." He said he and Mr. El¬ 
lison wanted assurances that if they 
went to Oklahoma they would be 
i safe. 

Outside the log office, some of the 
f reported 75 members of the sect — a 
few carrying automatic rifles — 
worked salvaging metal in a money- 
i making junkyard run by church 
1 leaders. 

The group in recent months has 
toned down slightly its gun-toting im¬ 
age. after a split between some 

S bers who wanted to be even 
j! militant and Mr. Ellison and 
Mr. tfbble. 

A' cache of arms is still at the set¬ 
tlement, and some members openly , 
carried weapons and dressed in mili¬ 
tary-style clothing this week, but the 
j gate to the fortress was open, and 
children played throughout the work 
and housing area. 

Marvin Iseminger, who operates 
the Blue Top Resort at Pontia^adja-

cent to the encampment, was hoping ; 
the foreclosure proceedings would 
force the group to move. ( 

"It's hurt our business, and they 
are certainly not an asset to any¬ 
one." Mr. Iseminger, said. "I hove 
nothing against them personally, but 
this gun thing unnerves me." 

Many neighbors, he added, are 
frightened by the group’s presence \ 
but are reluctant to criticize them 
openly. 

"We really can't say we've ever 
had any problem with any of them," i 
said Betty Stark at the nearby 
Stark's Oakland Grocery. ‘"niey’lJ 
come in here once in a while, getting 
ice cream for the kids and stuff like 
that, maybe even store-bought 
bread, you know, and they’re .really 
nice and no problem at'all." 

Mr. Noble said this week that those 
kinds of rumor constantly plague the 
camp and its followers. 

"If we had money stashed around 
here, why would we have nearly lost 
this place in a foreclosure?" he 
asked. • . | 

Mr. Noble also maintained that 
members were not required to turn 
over all their money when they 
moved into the settlement. ' 

However. Mr. Noble said he was 
the spokesman for the sect members 
and would not allow a reporter to 
question anyone at the farm. 

Mr. Ellison's wife was asked to ' 
talk with her husband during the j 
search this week by using a police 
radio speaker. 

"I just told him I was for him, not 
to give up,".she said Thursday, per¬ 
haps reflecting the resolve that the 
few — but determined—members of 
the group have. ^ '

ZAREPATH-HOREB, Ark. — The 
rock-strewn road that leads to this 
version of the Promised Land winds 
past a primitive airstrip, a stone 
church and a bunkerlike building 
punctured with rifle slots. 

The barbed-wire fence along that 
path ends at an encampment where a 
makeshift radio tower dwarfs a pole 
that flies a Confederate flag. A few 
yards away, a child runs barefoot 
past a man in camouflage pants who 
is cleaning a handgun. 

Push open the gate, and you are in 
the land of The Covenant, the Sword 
and the Arm of Lord — a hybrid reli¬ 
gion that has ensnarled the ideals of 
the Identity Christianity faith with 
the guns of survivalism. 

• Zealots describe CSA as a benign 
organization. Rival groups call it a 
cult. Still others contend that mem¬ 
bers hide caches of automatic weap¬ 
ons and protect Ozarks gunrunners. 

All would agree that the commu¬ 
nity of Zarepath-Horeb has sparked 
controversy in the eight years since it 
moved to this 224-acre site. The com¬ 


munity is on a peninsula that juts 
into the Bull Shoals Lake, just south 
of the Missouri border. 

Darkness was falling in the en¬ 
campment last week as church elder 
Kerry Noble stepped across the junk¬ 
yard at the center of Zarepath-Horeb 
to welcome a visitor. 

As he showed off houses of pine 
logs built by the settlers. Noble ex¬ 
plained that the 70 people in those 
homes were preparing both spiritu¬ 
ally and physically for the Final Judg¬ 
ment — a time when the world will 
be plunged into riots, famine and nu¬ 
clear holocaust. 

"We believe judgment is coming to 
the Earth," he told a St Louis Post- 
Dispatch reporter in Sunday’s edi¬ 
tion. "And we will be among those 
who administer that judgment — the 
Arm of the Lord.” 

But more immediate judgments are 
threatening the true believers of the 
CSA. 

Two years ago, about 75 members 
of the organization stalked out of the 
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compound after a bitter dispute. 
' Since then, those that remain have 
been struggling to survive on the 
1 stony land. And last week, a series of 
events threatened Zarepath-Horeb: 

■ After an eviction hearing, an Ar¬ 
kansas judge ordered CSA to pull up 
stakes and move out. A bank had 
foreclosed on the property and its for¬ 
mer owners — the Campus Crusade 
for Christ Inc. — had repurchased 
the tract, then sold it to someone 
else. 

But. Tuesday's deadline passed 
without a forced eviction, and a man 
from Branson extended a $75,000 in¬ 
terest-free loan to the group to enable 
it to buy back the land. An agreement 
is expected to be reached this week. 

■ Jim Ellison, the spiritual leader 
of CSA, led federal marshals on a 
chase Wednesday near Yellville, Ark. 
When plainclothes officers sur¬ 
rounded the building he was in, Elli¬ 
son changed clothes, slipped out the 
back door and slid down a bluff to es¬ 
cape into the woods. 

After hiding two days, Ellison reap¬ 
peared Friday at a U.S. magistrate's 
office in Harrison, Ark. He was 
charged with refusing to appear-be¬ 
fore a grand jury investigating the 
shooting death of an Arkansas state 
trooper. He was released on $1,000 
bond when he promised to testify 
later this month. 

■ Federal officials have been 
cracking down on illegal arms traffic 
in the Ozarks that may implicate 
some members of the group. 

Noble said he was unbothered by 
the threats to the settlement. He said 
the group’s recent tribulations were 
foreseen in prophecies made during 
group prayer meetings. And he is 
convinced that CSA will prevail. 

"If we have to die on this property, 
we will," Noble said, "so the Amer¬ 
ican people realize that somebody's 
got to stop all the courts and banks 
from doing these things." I 


Ellison founded the group after 
leaving San Antonio, Texas, several 
years ago for a simpler life in the 
woods of Missouri. 

. He' founded the original CSA 
' settlement at Elijah, Mo., — a tiny 
area of woodland about 50 miles east 
of the current compound. 

In 1976, he and his wife bought the 
224 acres that the group now occu¬ 
pies from the Campus Crusade for 
Christ for about $70,000. The Cam¬ 
pus Crusade for Christ had been 
given the undeveloped land as a do¬ 
nation. 

The settlers soon became known as 
the "cedar boys” because they made 
a living by chopping down cedar 
trees on the tract and selling lumber. 
They built rough houses and a rock 
church, and stocked their settlement 
with weapons and food. The reputa¬ 
tion of the group spread, and new 
members came from Illinois, Okla¬ 
homa, Missouri, Arkansas and Texas. 

In 1981, CSA advertised a "sur¬ 
vival school" in right-wing journals. 
People from across the country trav¬ 
eled to the settlement for a week of 
training in the use of firearms, 
'woodsmanship, military maneuvers 
and food storage. 

"Anything that you can think of 
that's not illegal — that's what we 
did," said Noble, a former Baptist 
preacher from Texas. "But the school 
itself wasn't all that successful. It 
wasn't a money-maker." 

As militant members of the organi¬ 
zation became more powerful, they 
pushed for more paramilitary train¬ 
ing. Noble said the two groups split 
after a bitter internal struggle be¬ 
tween November 1982 and the fol¬ 
lowing February. 

"It got down to a choice — either 
they left, or we left," Noble says. 
"They took off. Since then, we have¬ 
n’t been training much, VVe just got 
burned out.” 

After the cedar market dried up a 


couple of years ago, CSA members 
began collecting and reselling junk to 
earn a living. 

The remnants of the paramilitary 
camp make the settlement look like a 
cross between Dogpatch and a MASH 
unit. The compound includes 15 
small homes, a stone church with a 
school upstairs, the unused airstrip, 
at least one bunker and underground 
storage facilities. 

The non-traditional religion — re¬ 
lated to Identity Christianity — in¬ 
volves "open pulpit" services twice a 
week, as well as daily prayer meet¬ 
ings. The regular services can last as 
long as five hours. They include sing¬ 
ing, the telling of prophecies and 
preaching by Ellison, Noble and 
others. 

"Whoever believes they have the 
word of God that- night gets up and 
speaks," Noble said. "We have puri¬ 
fied ourselves. We are diametrically 
opposed to the forces of evil in the 
world." 

But there are other, more sinister, 
aspects of the strange creation called 
The Covenant, the Sword and the 
Arm of the Lord, , 

Its spokesmen actively peddle ha¬ 
tred of Jews, Some CSA members 
have said they believed in killing peo¬ 
ple they perceived as being God's 
enemies. And there is a strain of cult- 
ism that disturbs many neighbors of 
Zarepath-Horeb. 

Don and Dalen Arthaud, owners of 
the nearby Pontiac Lodge, say that 
their opinion of the CSA compound 
has changed over the years as they 
have seen men with semiautomatic 
weapons entering and leaving the 
compound,

WESTMORELAND, Kan. — Melvin Matzke. 
at 62, has an almost perfect record with soci¬ 
ety. He's never been convicted of anything, not 
even a traffic offense. And he’s spent his life as 
Americans believe he is supposed to spend it— 
working. 

Yet these days he sits quietly in a jail cell, 
watching soap operas that he hates and ex¬ 
plaining how his own life has come to sound so 
much like another episode of "The Edge of 
Night” 

His family Is branded by local law enforce- 
' merit officials as dangerous; his sons are 
hounded by the courts, and one faces a prison 
sentence; his land and life's work are about to 
be lost to creditors: and former friends now 
say tensions in the community are rising every 
day because of the Matrices. 

Sometimes he seems uncertain just bow it all 
came about, but he knows where it has led. By 
now. he says, he has lost all faith In his nation's 
currency, coming to believe that paper money 
is worthless because it is not backed by gold or 
silver and that debt Is no more than a worthless 
transfer of credit, not real mowy. By now. ho 
1 says, be has become a determined tax protest¬ 
er, refusing even to license his own vehicles, let 
alone pay any income tax. And by now, he 

I 

s*ys, his churchgoing ramlly has become es¬ 
trangedfrom Its church and Is suspected by the 
i community of affiliation with a militant anti¬ 
tax organization, the Fraa COmKatus. 

Mr. Matzke's views are by no means com- 
• mon In the fanning community, even among 
, the vast majority of those most financially 
troubled. But those views are becoming firm I 
convictions to a growing minority of desperate i 
i farmers who think they were led Into an eco- I 
nomlc bole. Yet even within that minority, 
most only talk. The Matzkes have acted, and 
now Melvin Matzke has lots of time to reflect 
on those actions. 

“You get pretty darned lonely in here when’ j 
you're so used to the farm," he said softly. I 
“When you think back about what you did. A 
what they tJW. you get depressed. Rut 1 
wouldn'tdb anythlhg different* I wouldn't"

What he did, the courts say. was flout the 
law. And that's what has him tn the court’s 
contempt and the sheriff 's jail. Specifically, he 

ignored a coat order to deliver mortgaged cat¬ 
tle and machinery to the local bank long after 
be had quit paying on the mortgage. He had 
been lent only paper credit, not real money, he 
said, and he would willingly pay back in kind.

“We're a very close family. When 
you bite the heels of one of us, you .

ing hard to keep emotion in check. 

“They bit ou£ heels." 

Stirrings of dissent 

They bit hii sons' heels first. When - 
the good times on the farm started to 
gp sour tb'the early 1960s. his sons, 

Alvin and Stanley. now 38 and 90, felt 1 
the pinch along with other young 
farmers who had tried to get started, 
even to expand, in the boom times. 

' Mortgages were getting bigger and 
harder to pay as farm Income and | 
assets were shrinking, 

Alvin Matzke was convinced that 
he knew why. 

“When the first tractor cade for the 
American Agriculture Movement 
went to Washington in 1978, I was 
asked to go .along but I didn’t," he . 
said. “Back then I didn't really un¬ 
derstand. Then when they went 
again in 1979. I went along. That's I 
.When I began to understand.” 1

real, only a bank's transfer of credit, 
which he should be able to pay with a 
letter of his own. 

Not surprisingly, the banks were 
unimpressed by Ids conclusions. Le¬ 
gal attachmentsand foreclosures on 
property began in the early 
1960s. and the Matzkes fought every 
inch of the way with fire In their 
eyes. 

All, that is. except Melvin. 

Pottawatomie County Sheriff Dean 
Taylor said: “When I would go see 
Melvin, be was always friendly. I 
coul^ always talk to him. He wasn't 
unrenSWafoJ <i 'imleSa he was with his 
boys. Never was. But when they 
were Around be would go along with 
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S tvere was much more to go 
(th all the.<Tiitie. Alvin and 
Magjs&i- «?ere constantly 
an^ researching. Though 
neither 1 hadnrjore than a high school 
education, they tried to gather de¬ 
tailed information on the most com¬ 
plicated aspects of law and finance 
wherever ithey could, often from 
right-wing organizations. They were 
in touch with other farmers who 
■ shared, their very conservative' 
j views. And their father was swept 
.fll oijg.- — 

"Dad never really understooda lot 
of thglthings ■fre’ve told him over the ! 
year§?-' Alvin Matzke said. "He just 
took kt face value what we told him. 

He accepted it." 

The brothers' talk became 
tougper. Over the last three years 
both went to jail at ^ne time or anoth¬ 
er for contempt'of court in fighting 
foreclosure actions on their farms, 
equipment and livestock. And to 
those in the courts>nd lending insti¬ 
tutions who dealt with the Matzkes. 
their, associates became question¬ 
able: 

"I’tttalk to anyone, and a lot of 

people stop by here to talk," Alvin 
Matzke said as he stood on his fa¬ 
ther's farm. .“People are always la¬ 
beling us as being part of one group 
'"'or another. Everytwdy says there is 
a Posse Comitatus out here. Well, 
who are they? What is it?" . , 

A militant group 

Among other things, the Posse 
Comitatus is a prime source of con¬ 
cern for law enforcement officials in 
Kansas and other farm states where 
bad economic times have spawned 
desperate farmers. Investigators 
link at least two deadly episodes to 
the Posse: Last year Arthur L. Kirk, 
a debt-ridden Nebraska farmer, was 
shot and killed by police as he resist¬ 
ed foreclosure action:' in-1983 Gordon 
Kahl, a 63-year-old farmer and tax 
protester, and others killed two fed¬ 
eral marshals on a roadside in North 
Dakota, and Kahl was eventually 
killed when police tried to capture 
him in Arkansas. 

The Posse's members are known 
to store arms, ammunition and food 
in preparation for civil unrest But 
the arms and ammunition have not 
always waited for the civil unrest 
So. to ugh talk by the Posse Comita¬ 
tus ifi now taken seriously. At the 
same time, talk about the Posse in 
farm country is more captious. The 
secret' society is far rpoce secretive 
now. r £ 


Melvin Matzke dagsn't fcven want 
to hear the Posse’s name, especially 
'■in artj^twjtteeotjkn wijhhis Guft3Gr.„ 
“If .ttfeh! '"'is Posse -(ibiVn'tatus 
around here, I tell you from the bot¬ 
tom of my heart I don't know who It 
is," he said, his eyes dead even with 
his visitor’s. "I just don't know why 
people put folks like us with organi¬ 
zations like that It just hurts when 
people put folks like us in a group like 
that. Not me. Not my boys. 

"There will be no violence from us. 
I pray lo God there will not be any 
violence at all. The whole thing ain't 
worth getting hurt over. I just don't 
believe in violence, and my family 
doesn't either." - 

Melvin Matzke is a hard man to 
disbelieve. Sheriff Taylor knows 
that So do other law enforcement of- 
; ficers who have talked with him. But 
they say Mr. Matzke s blind faith — 
strong enough to take him to a jail 
cell—may be misplaced. 

An informational poster has been 
circulated to law officers in Kansas. 
It bears Alvin Matzke’s picture and 
an ominous warning: 

"He is known to be a member of 
; the Posse Comitatus. He is scheduled 
‘ for trial Jan. 24,1985, before the Su¬ 
preme Court. Be aware of what he is 
and be watchful of him (if) observed. 
He is considered to be armed and 
dangerous." 

.The circular is an obvious warn¬ 
ing: The approaching court date, 
which actually is for an appeal hear¬ 
ing. could bring a confrontation. If 
Alvin Matske loses his appeal, he 
could be taken into custody to begin 
serving a two- to five-year sentence 
after being convicted by a Pottawa¬ 
tomie County jury of selling mort¬ 
gaged cattle. 

Time running out 

.Likewise, law enforcement offi¬ 
cers In this area know that final ac¬ 
tion to evict Stanley and Aivin 
Matske from their farms copld come 
by the end of the month. Years of 
suits and countersuits, bankruptcy 
petitions and legal maneuvering 
have run their course. The Mat 2 kes 
have fought long and hard, even try- 
. ing to sign over what they had to oth¬ 
er people, but their options are run¬ 
ning out 

"Frankly, it kind of burns me up 
that everyone else' has looked at me 
and said it's all my problem all 
along," Sheriff Taylor said, fully 
aware that time may be growing 
short "Others could have done 
something along the way, but they

OMAHA. Neb. — An Omaha or¬ 
ganization says it will try to help 
determine whether a Kansas 
woman and her five children have 
gone into hiding with members of 
the Posse Comitatus. an ultracon¬ 
servative paramilitary group. 

Members of Project Missing 
Children of Omaha said the group 
would distribute fliers telling 
about Cheryl Gibson and her chil¬ 
dren. who disappeared last spring 
from their home in the northeast 
Kansas community of Robinson. 

The group also said it Would 
raise money to look for the Gib¬ 
sons and prepare materials to in¬ 
form people about the posse. 

Pam Fahey, a special prosecu¬ 
tor for Brown County. Kan., who 
has been searching for the Gib¬ 
sons. said she weieg/nes (be Om¬ 


aha organization’s help. 

"The more publicity we can get, 
the sooner we will find them." Ms. 
Fahey said this week. 

Ms. Fahey said she suspected 
that Mrs. Gibson and her children 
were In Nebraska or Colorado. 
Mrs. Gibson and two of the chil¬ 
dren were sighted last July near 
Rulo, Neb., she said. 

After disappearing, Mrs. Gib¬ 
son sued her husband, Lester, 29, 
for divorce. The Kansas Bureau 
of Investigation issued two felony 
warrants for the arrest of Mrs. 
Gibson on a charge of interfer¬ 
ence with parental custody. 

Mr, Gibson has said be thought 
posse members brainwashed his 
wife into fleeing with the children. 
Mrs. Gibson studied posse materi¬ 
al. including tape recordings,be¬ 
fore she disappeared, he said.
